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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Year  Ending,  December  31st,  1904. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Calverley  Urban  District  Council, 
Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  general  state  of  the  village  of  Calverley  for  the  year  just  ended. 

There  has  been  a good  deal  of  sickness  amongst  the  inhabitants  during  the 
twelve  months,  not  so  much  amongst  the  children,  as  amongst  the  older  people. 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Influenza  and  general  ailments  attending  old  age  are  the 
principle  illnesses  of  importance,  which  have  occurred.  There  have  been  very  few 
cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken  Pox.  Scarlet  Fever  being  the 
most  prevalent  of  Zymotic  Diseases.  During  the  last  week  of  the  year  the  village 
has  like  most  places,  been  visited  with  an  epidemic  of  Influenza,  but  I am  happy 
to  say,  that  none  of  the  cases,  severe  though  many  of  them  were,  have  proved  fatal. 

The  estimated  population  up  to  December  31st,  1904,  is  2721,  which  is  an 
increase  of  6 over  that  at  the  end  of  1903. 


During  the  last  six  months  there  have  been  20  deaths,  9 of  these  being 
Males  and  ii  Females,  which  with  the  21  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  first 
six  months  make  a total  of  41  deaths  for  the  whole  year.  17  Males  and  24  Females,  of 
these  6 were  non-residents  who  died  in  the  Calverley  Moor  Hospital  There  have 
been  5 more  deaths  this  year  than  there  were  last  year.  The  death  rate  for  the 
whole  year  is  11.39  per  1000  which  is  an  increase  of  .79  over  that  of  last  year. 
The  average  age  at  death  w'as  47.6,  which  is  an  increase  of  5.3  years  over  that  of  1903. 
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There  have  been  no  cases  of  Infantile  Mortality. 

Birth  Rate—  There  have  been  23  births  registered  in  the  district  durincr  the  last  six 

months,  13  Males  and  10  Females,  which  with  the  23  req-istered  during  the  first 

six  months,  make  a total  of  46  births  for  the  whole  year,  28  Males  and  18 

Females,  which  is  the  same  number  as  last  year.  The  birth  rate  is  16.9  per 
1000  for  the  year  a decrease  of  .4  compared  with  that  of  1903.

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2y®otlc  There  have  been  15  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  the  district,  all  of

which  except  2 were  removed  to  the  Calverley  Moor  Hospital,  the  2 cases  which 
were  not  removed,  were  treated  by  myself  at  their  own  homes  being  properly 
isolated  and  every  care  taken  not  to  spread  the  infection,  no  case  has  occurred, 
which  could  in  any  way  be  connected  with  either  of  those  treated  at  home. 
None  of  the  cases  were  severe  and  none  proved  fatal.  Considering  the  number  of 
Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  by  which  we  have  been  surrounded  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  subjoined  table,  I think  we  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  on 
the  small  number  we  have  had.  Of  the  146  cases  from  the  Bradford  district.  I 
may  say  that  a very  great  many  of  them  were  from  Greengates  & Apperley  Bridge, 
where  Scarlet  Fever  was  very  rife  and  seeing  that  a good  number  of  Calverley 
people  work  in  Greengates  and  Apperley  Bridge,  and  that  people  from  Green- 
gates  and  Apperley  Bridge  work  in  Calverley,  the  wonder  to  me  is  that  we  have 
not  had  many  more  cases  in  the  Village.  Of  the  15  cases,  ii  of  these  occurred 
in  that  part  of  Calverley  below  the  Cutting  Top.  and  of  these  ii,  8 of  them 
were  children  attending  the  Greengates  Board  School. 


There  were  2 cases  of  Erysipelas,  the  drains  at  each  of  these  person’s 
houses  were  inspected  and  found  correct.

I have  visited  these  and  found  them  all  clean  and  In  good  condition,  well 
ventilated,  and  not  over  crowded,  there  Is  a great  Improvement  In  their  state 
compared  to  that  of  last  year.  I'he  Regulations  concerning  Cow  Sheds  are  being 
strictly  adhered  to,  by  Cow  Keepers. 

I have  visited  these  and  always  found  them  in  a healthy  condition,  clean 
well  whitewashed,  ventilated,  and  well  lighted. 

The  Scavenging  Department  carries  out  its  work  well,  in  a methodical  and 
sanitary  manner. 

The  supply  has  been  good,  the  water  I have  had  analysed  and  a very 
good  report  was  given  by  the  analyst.  I hope  to  have  the  estate  water  analysed 
as  soon  as  the  wet  season  is  over,  and  I hope  that  the  new  filter  beds  which 
have  been  constructed  by  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  will  materially  improve  the 
state  thereof. 

New  Council  offices.  New  covered  in  Storage  Reservoir,  New  filter  beds 
for  estate  water  supply.  Extension  to  Sydgate  Mills,  Extension  to  Calverley 
Moor  Infectious  Hospital,  New  Engine  House  at  Ravenscliffe  Mills,  3 Houses 
and  Shops  in  Back  Lane,  i House  and  Shop  in  Thornhill  St.,  2 Houses  in 
St.  Wilfred’s  Rd.,  4 Privies,  and  2 Ashpits  covered  in,  2 Privies  and  an  Ashpit 
removed,  15  Water  Closets  put  in.  Water  Mains  extended  in  four  places  about 
300  yards  in  all,  to  supply  new  Properties. 

Gentlemen  in  conclusion  I wish  to  congratulate  you  on  the  Sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  Village  and  hope  it  will  not  only  be  maintained  but  still  more  im- 
proved, and  beg  to  remain.
